banker, recently, the following signifi- 
cant facts were learned which may be of 
interest. The banker was asked: 


As a rule, how do people open an ac- 


count with a bank? 


"That depends on eircuinstances. If 


the person has done business with a 
bank before he lias do diificulty.

n stranger wo require him or her to be 
introduced by a person known to out- 
batik_or who'does business with us. 
It 


is an invariable rule not to 
count with strangers." 


"Do not some patrons of a bank often 


abuse the privilege of drawing money by 
check?" 


''Yea, quite frequently. 
Tho safe 


rule is never draw your check for any 
money unless you have the amount in 
bank or the money in your possession to 
deposit at a moment's notice." 


"Sometimes a person will give a check 


when he has no funds iu tlie bank, will 
he not?" 


"Yea it is frequently done. Somo can 


do ic with perfect safety, while others do 
it for 
tho 
purpose" of 
testing the 


gencrosityof n bank or learning whether 
credit will be exteudd for the amount 
the check calls for. As a rule no one 
should ever present or give a check for a 
larger sum than there is a deposit to 
draw against." 


"Is it policy to draw a check to make 


out-of-town payments?" 


"That will depend, entirely upon your 


bunk account. 
If it is less than your 


balance there will be nothing to fear; but 
ii'you have a small balance, or not enough 
to meet the demand of the check, and 
believe it can be made good before tlio 
check has time to be presented to the 
bank it is extremely venturesome, as 
telegraphic advices are often asked about 
such checks." 


"How about exchanging checks with 


other people?" 


"It is bad policy. It docs your friend

Mr. Koscnthal, blew his brains out be- 
causu he had tlie misfortune to lose it sum 
of twenty thousand lei—abouteight hun- 
dred pounds—between his father's house 
and the chief postollicc, whither he had 
been enjoined to convey that amount in 
bunk notes to be registered and dis- 
patched to one of Mr. Rosenthal's cor- 
respondents at Jassy. Four days after 
the funeral of this unfortunate youth 
his sorrowing mother was examining the 
clothes worn by him at the time of his 
suicide, when her fingera encountered a 
liard substance within tho linings of his 
overcoat. This substance, upon further 
investigation, turned out to be the sum 
of money supposed to havo been lost. 
The bank notes had been enclosed in an 
envelope, duly scaled and prepared for 
registration according to the .Roumanian 
postal regulations. 
Young Ilosenthal 


had thrust the envelope into tho inner 
brenst-pocket of his great coat, and it 
slipped down between the cloth and lin- 
ing through a hole in tho pocket, of 
which tho poor fellow was cither igno- 
rant or unmindful. 
When, on arriving 


fit the postoilice, he missed the money, ho 
became violently agitated, and hurried 
home in the hope that he might have 
left it behind him. The anguish of 
mind he experienced upon finding that 
hope frustrated probably prevented him 
from even thinking or subjecting his gar- 
ments to a careful examination; he 
rushed up to his bedroom, locked his 
door, and ended his life by his own hand 
a fow seconds later.—London limes.

"How about giving to or accepting 


checks from strangers?" 


"Under no circumstances should you 


tender a check to a stranger. It is so 
often the channel through which banks 
are the losers of large Hums of money, 
and the bank with whom you are deal- 
ing will not in tho future have the same 
conlideiicc in you." 


"Quite frequently people are asked to 


accept a chock in payment of a bill from 
tin outside party. Is there any danger in 
accepting it?" 


"Not if you or your bank know the 


party. 
Buta still greater danger lies in 


a not uncommon practice of taking a 
check from a party in another town and 
passing it through your bank without 
charge, and giving your check for it. In 
nine cases out of ten you are sure to get 
caught." 


"I suppose you have more or less 


cranky people to deal with, do you 
not?" 


"Not. with our customers, Iain happy 


to state. It is not unusual for some 
people to suppose that because they trust 
n bank with their money that the bauk 
in return should trust them by paying 
their overdrafts. Then, again, there are 
others who quarrel with their bank. 
In 


such an event the best policy for those to 
pursue if they are not, or if they think 
they are not well treated is to close their 
account nnd go to somo other bank; but 
they .should by no means, in doing so, 
leave their discount lines unprotected."

"In some instances it ia, especially in 


cities where banks do business through a 
clearing house." 


"How about what may be termed ac- 


commodation notes. Do bankers like to 
handle them?"

Chicago Detectives Arrest n Hup- 


I>oscd ItHrnlur on the Strength of 
Information 
Contained in 
"The 


Times." 
The following, from tho Chicago Times; 


of to-day, will bo of interest to tho road- 
era of the Gazette, especially those resid- 
ing at Milton: 


A very creditable piece of detective 


work, accomplished by Detectives Elliott, 
and Wiley with the assistance of The 
Times, culminated yesterday iu the hold 
ing o£ the negro Sam Kaymond in 82,"500 
bail by Commissioner Hoyne on a charge 
of burglary. On the night of Nov. 20th 
the safe in the jewelry store of W. W. 
Clarke, [connected with the postoffice at 
Milton, Wis., was burglarized. 
The 


thieves secured about 91,600 in cast, a 
lot of plaited chains, and seven open-faced 
silver watches. 'A few evenings prior to 
this burglary the jewelry store of Ole 
Bleistead, in Canibnge, Wis., was entered 
by ^burglars, it is presumed by the same 
gang, |who secured a large quantity of 
jewelry and

Among the 'jewelry [taken were several 
solid gold, and several gold filled watch- 
cases, a quantity ot watch movements, 
nearly three dozen gold ringc, three cam- 
eo rings, and two amethyst rings. De- 
scriptions of the property were tele- 
graphed to The Times and appeared in 
the issue of Nov. 21. This description 
was cut out and preserved by the police 
for future use. A few days ago Kaymond, 
in company with a half dozen other 
crooks, waa arrested by a posse ot armory 
police headed by Elliott and 'Wiley. Iu 
searching the prisoners a watch was found 
upon Raymond that compared exactly 
with the description of one of the time- 
pieces stolen from the postoffice at Milton. 
He was taken before the United States 
commissioner and on the evidence of the 
stolen property, was held as above men- 
tioned.
